How intensely interested the prison- 
ers become !n thelr work is {llustrated 
by the case of one man who is notor- 
fous for his essaults on warders,. He 
has been so interested that his be- 
havious has been exemplary for three 
months, and his ambition ts to be dis- 
charged in time to see his model on 
exhibition. 

One of the prison-made models will 
illustrate the old-fashioned iron cells, 
made from corrugated tron, which

Hamburg to Embark on Ambitious 
Project for Benefit of Local 
Needs 

Hamburg. — It is now reported 
that the senate of the sree city of 
Hamburg has finally resolved to carry 
into execution the project of founding 
a university for its special needs, that 
has for so many years been the sup- 
ject of public discussion, 

The university, it is stated, is to 
have only three faculties, namely: One 
for jurispudence, one for philosopay 


}and one for colonial science, and the 


characteristic feature is to be the co- 
ordination of these sciences, The 
senate proposes not to make the unl- 
versity dependent on annual granta, 
but to place at its permanent disposal 
the interest on a loan of $6,250,000. 
The building suitable for the pur- 
pose of the university already exists, 
through the generosity of a Hamburg 
citizen, and this philanthrophic gen- 
tleman has elso promised to defray 
the cost of the requisite enlargements.

PREMIER SIFTON BOOSTED. 


By request of a subscriber we append an article whiokh the sub- 
Bagland. 

With that unfailing courtesy which is a marked char- 
acteristic of all good Canadians, the Hon, A.L.8ifton read- 
ily responded to my request for a chat about Alberta. Thus 
it came to pass that I found myself the other day listening 
with feelings of the deepest interest to the wonderful tale 
of Alberta’s development, of the plenitude of its natural 
regources, the marvellous growth of its population and the 
innumerable opportunities that abound within the prov- 
ince for every class of industrial entsrpise. Within his 
own lifetime Mr. Sifton has witnessed remarkable ehanges 
in the agricultural, financial and social life of thie part of 
the great Dominion. His own successful career too, has 
been synchronous with the country’s growth,Born in 1858, 
he passed into the ranks of the legal profession in due 
course, and was admitted to practice in 1883. For some 20 
yeare or so he continued to follow this vocation wotil in 
1903 he was appointed Chief Justice, Suecess begat success 
In 1910 he became premier of the province and from that 
time onwards has administered its affairs with rane ability 
and distinction. In such circumetances it was natural that 
Mr. Sifton should display enthusiasm with regard to the 
subject of our talk. 

He said, “There are opportunities unlimited fer agri- 
cullurists, cpenings for manufacturers, even if they have 
but little capital; while school debentures, municipal de- 
bentures, loans to farmers, etc., present excellent invest- 
ment for these who wieh to secure a safe and profitable re- 
turn for their money. Scarcely a week passes witheut one 
or two new towns springing into existenee, and it ie doubt- 
ful whether the chances of success are greater or the oppor 
tunities more plentiful anywhere else in the world. In ten 
years the population of Alberta has grown from 167,000 to 
approximately 45U,CU0-~a fact that testifies to the rapid de- 
velopment of this prosperous province. Its principal cities 
~Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat—have 
all doubled in population within the past three years, The 
grain output has in eix years increased from twelve to over 
eighty miltions of dollars: the output of the new extensive 
coal mines which have been opened up works out at rough 
ly epeaking, 8,CCO,COO tens of coal; while the railway mil- 
euge has in three years grown from 1391 miles to 2486 
miles at the preeent motoent~an increase of almost double 
It must not be thought however, that Alberta has reaehed 
the end of its tether by any means in ‘regard te railway 
construction, Arrangements are completed for at least 800 
miles of stcel to ke laid each year for the next five years,eo 
that the Luey activity which has been witnessed in this 
cerneeticn will continue with unabated speed, 

At one time Alberta was simply a partof the Hud- 
son Bay Company's great game preserve, and there was a 
general impression that the land was only fit for the habi- 
tation of the lower animale, The cowboy and cattle king 
roamed at will along the southern plains, where (he com: 
paratively warin climate made the keeping of esteck an 
easy matter. It istrue that the rainfall is small, and the 
production of spring-sown wheat is therefure a somewhat 
speculative enterprise, Kut in later years the discovery 
wee made that winter wheat could be grown with every 
success, and to-day Alberta ig the wheat growing country 
parexcelie.ce. Where the rainfall is uncertain or insuffi- 
cient inigation has been introduced, and in thie way land 
which was ouce accounted of swall value has been brought 
up to the same value as many districté where there is no 
natural shortage of moisture, 

Stock-raising is still carried on very largelyin Alberta 
Most of the big ranchers, however have sold off their lands, 
and the large cattle farms of earlier days have been brok- 
en up ipto smaller areae, Moreover, those engaged in 
grain production are also fast accumulating stock, with the 
result tiat the position of Alberta will be stronger than 
ever asa cattle raising country in the near fature. Ceal and 
wood are found almost everywhere in abundaneé, while 
natural gas provides a meane for street lights at very low 
cost, ‘I'he coal areas extend north from near the interna- 
tional boundary to neighborhood of the Peace river,cover- 
ing ecme 10,CCO +quare miles of tetritory,while there isan 
area of another 6000 equare miles on the southeastern bor- 
der of the province, 1t is worth while to note, by the way, 
that the government bas made a timely and wise provis- 
ion to secure cheap fucl for farmers, By @ elatse in the 
Dominion Lands Act all coal leases eontain a provision by 
which settlers may secure their eoal at the mine for $1.78 0 
ton,” 

Speaking with reference to the question of Canada and 
British capital, Mr, Sifton said'thedevelopment ef Can- 
ada was procceding with wonderful rapidity and the de- 
mand for fresh capital would continue im proportion te 
the rate of increase. In the case of new eities, with ever 
expanding populations, it is essential to takeinto aceount 
future neccesities and to provide financially for sueb re- 
quirements. It would be bad poliey, for instanee, if a eity 
like Calgary should provide public utilities for its present 
population of 60,000 when within a year the population 
will probably reach 75,000, and before long 100,000. The 
same thing applies to all the largecities and most of the 
smaller ones, Indeed these latter are in many cases on the! 
verge of greater develupments and there are none epend-| 
ngwoney in anything except absolute necessities,

CRIME 'NCREASE IN WEST 


R.N.W.M.P. Report to Parliament 
Shows Violence Prevalent 

Ottawa,—The report of Inspector 
Jennings, commanding the Regina dis- 
trict of the R.N.W.M.P., incorporat- 
ed in the departmental report sub- 
mitted by Premier Borden shows that 
during the vear ending September 30 
1912, 8,811 cases had + been 
dealt with in the district and 3,741 
convictions obtained, as against 2%.- 
745 cases entered and 2,408 convici- 
fons obtained in 1911. At the time 
of the compilation of the 1912 report 
72 cases awaited trial. 

The increase in the number of 
cases in 1912 as compared with 1911, 
Inspector Jennings points out, was 
nearly sixty per cent., and the in- 
crease in the number of convictions 
fifty-six per cent, 

There is, the report continues, a 
very noticeable increase in the num- 
ber of crimes of violence and offences 
against the person, This is, 1 think, 
attributable to a large extent to the 
large floating population, some a 
most undesirable class in the cou.- 
try, and to the great number of for- 
eigners in our midst. A very laree 
number of these crimes, the inspector 
further says, are due directly or in- 
directly to liquor or drugs

question except in extreme cases, 
When the ice finally got strong 
enough we had a heavy snow fall 
but the weather turned so cold that 
the snow was like powder and did 
not pack so was neither good for 
sleighing nor wheeling. It is 
enough to discourage anybody to 
try to raise grain when it can only 
be marketed under such adverse 
conditions,
